directed against, property including any rights or inter-
ests therein owned wholly or partially, directly or in-
directly at the time by nationals of the Unlted States

Section 502(3) of the Act provides~

the Government of Cuba or by enterprises which have been
nationalized, exproprlated, intervened, or taken by the
Govermment of Cuba and debts which'are:a charge onprop- _
erty which has been nationalized, exproprlated, 1ntervened :
